Report of the Board of Education. 


In submitting our annual report it is our pleasure to say that the 
schools have made good progress in the past year. 

With two exceptions the schools have retained the same teachers 
throughout the year. ; 

We consider this a great benefit to the schools. 

The work performed by our teachers has been very satisfactory. 

The school in No. 5, on account of the large number of pupils, 
should either be divided into two schools or the school building 
made larger so it will be more convenient for both teacher and 
scholars. 

There are enrolled upon our school register 183 pupils. 

The board lost a very efficient member in the death of Mrs. 
Emma A. Lyford, who was the secretary and treasurer. 

Having taught school seventeen years she could readily see what 
the schools needed most.

Since the last annual report the Nichols Memorial Library build- 
ing has been finished, dedicated and thrown open to the public. 
The dedicatory exercises were held in the Town Hall June 9, 1898. 
Mr. Nichols’ gift included, beside the building, a considerable num- 
ber of books for the library, sixty dollars’ worth of periodicals for 
the reading room, and notice of his intention to present the town 
with a thousand dollar bond, the income of which would keep up 
the stock of magazines and periodicals from year to year. 

Our debt of gratitude to Mr. Nichols is great. In what better 
way can we at least try to meet it and to show our appreciation of 
his thoughtful and far-reaching beneficence than by loyally sup- 
porting our library by vote and patronage? May we not hope that 
our citizens will more fully realize the priceless opportunity thus 
presented them and patronize more largely both library and read- 
ing room ? 

Till October 1, through the courteous helpfulness of a volunteer 
corps of custodians, it was possible to keep the reading room open 
four hours daily, the hours for the library proper being the same as 
before. Since October 1 both library and reading room have been 
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open Wednesdays and Saturdays from three to five and six to eight 
BoM, } 

Attention should here be called to the part taken in the forma- 
tion of the new library by the trustees of Sanborn Seminary. By 
their unselfish action in transferring the great bulk of the Seminary 
library to the new building, as well as by a further appropriation of 
one hundred dollars worth of books, they have contributed three- 
fifths of the present total number of volumes in the library, and 
have thus shown that they consider the interests of town and 
Seminary to be identical in matters educational, and that they are 
willing to advance these common interests even at some inconveni- 
ence to the Seminary. - 

In view of certain necessary expenses incident to entrance upon 
the changed conditions of the library, notably the cost of preparing 
and printing new catalogues, and because of the large additions of 
books from other sources, it has not been thought wise to purchase 
any new books the past year. 

The new catalogues are on sale at ten cents. 

We ask for the usual appropriation for the coming year.

Report of Board of Health 


FOR YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1898. 


The matter of chief interest in our report this year is the epi- 
demic of measles with which we had to battle last spring. ‘The 
first case was reported March 2nd, and was not followed by any 
spread of contagion, nor could its source be traced. Later an 
out of town student at the Seminary after exposure attended school 
until himself taken sick, thus spreading the disease among the other 
students with the result that between April 2nd and June 1st about 
eighty cases came to the knowledge of this board in this town alone, 
all but one directly traceable to this source. Nor does this tell the 
whole, for the students residing in neighboring towns carried the 
infection to their homes and thus spread the disease until the 
number of cases from this one source numbered between one and 
two hundred. 

The lesson to be drawn is that a person who has been exposed 
to contagious diseases or who has been in contact with or near 
vicinity to another person suffering from a “rash” of doubtful 
origin, should refrain from attending church, school or other as- 
semblies until sufficient time has elapsed to prove that he may not 
be the carrier of contagion to others. 

Among the infectious diseases, measles, German measles, mumps, 
whooping cough, and chicken pox, while generally not regarded as 
serious in themselves, may yet be followed by or complicated with 
serious conditions. There is also danger of confounding lght 
cases of more serious diseases with these, e. g.: scarlatina with 
measles or German measles, simple sore throat with scarlatina or 
diphtheria, etc., so that every doubtful case should be reported to 
the Board of Health, that its nature may be determined and such 
measures taken as shall be for the public good. Especially should 
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this be done in those mild cases where the people do not deem 
it necessary to employ a physician. 

A person, who having been exposed knowingly and wilfully 
mingles with others, thus spreading the contagion, should be 
dealt with severely, for our inalienable rights to life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness extend only so far as we do not trespass on 
the rights of others. 

There have been no cases of diphtheria, scarlet fever, or typhoid 
fever reported. ‘These last form a group usually termed the filth - 
diseases. Keep your water supply pure and unpolluted, and see 
that no foul odors arise from privies, pig pens, sink drains or 
decomposing material in damp unventilated cellars, and you will do 
much to ward off these dangerous diseases.
